Involved In the present and immediate

Concerning foreign affaire, we have

Property rights 
of our citizens can be vindicated by 
claims for damages, but the funda- 
mental rights of humanity cannot be. 


"The loss of life is irreparable. Nei-

I am the candidate of a par- 
ty, bnt I am above all things else an 
American citizen. I neither seek the 
favor nor fcwr the displeasure of that 
small alien element among us which 
puts loyalty to any foreign power be- 
fore loyalty to the United States." 


The Mexican Trouble. 


Concerning Mexico the president stat- 


ed that we believed that small and 
Weak states have the right to expect to 
be dealt with exactly as big and pow- 
erful states would be. Our recent pur- 
suit of bandits into Mexican territory 
was no violation of that principle. We 
ventured to enter Mexican territory 
only because there were no military 
forces in Mexico that could protect 
our border from hostile attack and 
our own people from violence. 


Many serious wrongs against the prop- 


erty, many irreparable wrongs against 
the persons of Americans have been 
committed within the territory of 
Mexico herself during this confused 
revolution, but we could not act di 
rectiy to tnat matter ourselves with- 
out denying Mexicans the right to any 
revolution at all which disturbed us 
and making the emancipation, of her 
own people 
our Interest and con- 


bor at the disposal of the workingman 
when in search of work. 


"We have effected the emancipation 


of the children of the country by re- 
leasing them from hurtful labor. "We 
have Instituted a system of national 
aid in the building of highroads such as 
the country has been feeling after for 
a century. We have sought to equalize 
taxation by means of an equitable in- 
come tax. We have taken the steps 
that ought to have been taken at the 
outset to open up the resources of 
Alaska. We have provided for nation- 
al defense upon a scale never before 
seriously proposed upon the responsi- 
bility of an entire rtolitical party. We 
have driven the tariff lobby from cover

"We must hearten and quicken the 


spirit and efficiency of labor through 
out our whole Industrial system by 
everywhere and In all occupations do- 
ing justice to the laborer, not only by 
paying a living wage, but also by mak 
ing all the conditions that surround la 
bor what they ought to be, "We must 
co-ordinate the railway systems of the 
country for national use and must fa 
cilitate and promote their development 
with a view to that co-ordination anc 
to their better adaptation as a whole 
to the life and trade and defense of 
the nation."

Palo Alto. 


The battle of Palo Alto, fought on 


May S, 1§46, on u Texas prairie about 
eight mil's northeast of Matamoras, 
was the first important struggle in the 
war between the United States and 
Mexico. 
General Taylor, inarching 


with less than 2.300 American troops- 
from Point Isabel toward Fort Brown, 
encountered a Mexican army of about 
0,000, commanded by General Arista. 


Shortly after noon the battle was 


opened by the Mexican artillery and 
cavalry. After fighting tire hours the 
Mexicans gave way and retreated in 
great disorder, their losses being 102 
killed, 127 wounded and many more 
missing. 
The Americans lost four 


killed and 127 wounded. During the 
battle Major Ringgold of the American 
flying artillery, which had much, to 
do with winning the victory, was mor- 
tally wounded by a small cannon ball 
which passed through both of his 
thighs. 
He died four days later at 


Point Isabel.

TO ALL OFFICERS AND EMPLOYES: 


The Locomotive Engineers, Firemen, Train Conductors -and Brakenien em- 


ployed on practically all the railroads in the United States, and acting in con- 
cert through their respective Brotherhoods, have sent out an order for a gen- 
eral strike to begin at 7 a. m., Monday, September 4, 1916. This action is to 
support their demand for an eight-hour day and i'or time and a half overtime 
rates after eight hours. 
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As you all know, it is quite impossible to so arrange the trains that they can 


always complete their trip inside of eight hours, .even on the short divisions. 
This is also well understood by the men who have voted to strike, and their de- 
mands, if granted, would in effect mean nothing more nor less than giving 
them a very large increase in wages. 


The men'who operate the trains and engines ought to be well paid, and, in 


fact, they are. To grant their demands would cost the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company alone about $4,000,000 per annum, a sum more than double the aver- 
age yearly surplus or margin of safety the Company has earned, after payment 
of dividends, during the past five years. 


The men involved in this movement number less than one-fifth of all the 


employes of the Baltimore and Ohio Company, and they now receive more 
than one-fourth of all the wages paid by that Company. If their present de- 
mands should be granted it would mean an increase to them of about 30 per 
cent., as nearly as wo can estimate, and then one-fifth of our employes would 
receive more than one-third of the entire wages paid all employes of the Com- 
pany. 


While I believe that their demands are unfair and without justification and 


ought not to be granted, nevertheless the Baltimore and Ohio Company, in 
common with the other Eailroad Companies, has, offered to submit the whole 
controversy to arbitration, and has agreed to accept the award, whatever it 
may be—certainly no fairer proposition could be made. The men have re- 
fused, however, to submit their demands to arbitration and threaten to strike 
at once, and to do all they can in that manner to prevent the Company from 
carrying on its business unless their demands are granted, regardless of the 
effect of such action upon their fellow employes and upon the general public. 


It has been my earnest desire to make the Baltimore and Ohio Company an 


efficient public servant, and also a good employer—a good Company to work 
for. 
Many of the men who have voted to support the strike and who have 


been ordered to leave the service in such a manner as to cause the Company 
the greatest possible embarrassment, have been in its employ the whole or 
greater part of their lives. Tl.cir relations with the Company, I think, have, 
upon the whole, been generally satisl> ctoiy, and it is difficult to believe that 
they should now be willing to'take sides against it when the Company is en- 
tirely willing that all matters at issue, including even the eight-hour day, shall 
be submitted to arbitration. While it is impossible now to foresee what the 
final-outcome may be, if a strike should actually take place, it is certain that 
such men, if any, as may conclude to leave the service in response to the 
strike order cannot expect that their relations with the Company in the future 
can ever again be quite what they have been in the past, with a long record of 
loyal and uninterrupted service to their credit. 


This statement is simply for the purpose of making clear to all concerned 


the position of this Company and its willingness to arbitrate the matters in 
dispute. 
The action of the Company after the strike becomes effective, if it 


should finally take place, will depend wholly upon circumstances at that time. 
We shall naturally make every possible effort and use every possible means 
to operate the railroad and to perform the service which the public has the 
right to expect, and I sincerely hope that it will not be necessary to write 
across the record of any man the word "Disloyal."
